Colonel Albert Dean, of the bureau of
animal Industry, received yesterduy a copy
of the first biennial report of the Okla-
homa live stock commission. It i= an inter-
esting review of the cattle industry thera
from & sanitary standpoint for the past
two years, :

In speaking of dipping of cattle for ticks
it says: For the past four months 5000 cat-
tle have been dipped in the territory and
the result has been most satisfactory.

Where the cattle were young there was
some fatalities, but cattle in good condi-
tion suffered no injury and the loss from
dipping during the four months under re-
view was less than one-half of 1 per cent.

It further says: “The experience of this
commission was and is sufficlent to warrant
and justify the adoption of the dipping
resulﬂ.uuna governing cattle from infected

Aren
It further says the cattle Industry of the
territory has never p more than
the past two years; especially in the west-
ern pirt, where the quarantine regulations
have been most rigidly enforced. It ree=
ommends that the commission be empow-
ered to adopt its own quarantine line
galnst Southern eattle and not allow the
mment line, as heretofore, und also
be empowered to enforce quarantine regu-
lations against other stock with contagious
discases, such as hog cholern, sheep scab,
ete.; and also empowered to lix ils own
senson, Independent of the action of the
pational government in this matter.

The department of agriculture at Wash-
Ington has ed the following special or-
der, joining ' with the state of Texus in
placing certain coties under special
quarantine. It says:

“In consequence of the regulations of the
state of Texas, and the establishment of
& quarantine upon certain counties, herein-
after named, by the duly constituted auo-
thorities of that state—

“It Is hereby ordered, that no cattle ba
removed from the counties of Wilbarger,
Foard, Xnox, Haskell, Jones, her,
Mitchell, West Tom Green, Irion, Upton
and Crane, In the state of Texas, to, or be
allowed to pass through, any uninfected
ared except In the manner prescribed by
the regulations concern cattle trans-
portation (B. A. L. order No. 24), Issued by
this department December 19, unless
satisfactory evidence Is given that they are
not affected with splenetic, or Texas, fever,
and have not been exposed to the con-
tagion thereof, in which case a special per-
mit for such movement may be Issued by
the Inspector of the bureau of animal in-
dustry or by Texas live stock sanitary
commission.

This order will remain In force for tha
ﬁrlod beginning on thia date and ending

ovember 1, 359:. for said area, unless oth-
erwise ordered.

The following special regulations cone
cerning cattle transportation from the
SBouth have just been issued by the depart-
ment of agriculture at Washington:

*It is hereby ordered, that cattle origl-
nating outside, North and West, of tha
quarantine line as defined In burean of
animal Industry order No. 2§ (December
19, 1848), or amendments thereio. and which
are to be transported by rail through the
quarantine district, may be unloaded for
rest, feed and water Into non-infected pens
set apart for such cattle at Unlon stock
gards. Fort Waort Tex.,, and at Salls-

ury, N. C., providing the cattle are fres
from Southern cattle ticks and have not
been unloaded at any other place within
the quarantine district.

“Theéy may, after unloading Into sald
pens, be reloaded Into the sime cuars from
which unloaded, or into other cleaned and
disinfected cars, and reshipped as unin-
fected cattle.

“*All prior ordérs conflicting herewith are
heraby revoked."
